George Lundane Seriously Injured 
on the Bain Farm 



DANISH GIRL DISAPPEARS. 



Georgo Lundnno, a boy sixteen veaTB of 
ngo, employed nt the Chicngo-Kenosku 
■ Hosiery company's plnnt, was tho victim 
of an unusual uccidcnt on Sunday nfler- 
noon and ho is now nt the Kcnoshn hospital 
« ufTcri ng from i\ li ul let wound inflicted by 
a Bhot fired by Mnnley Milbi, a well known 
employe of the 'i'liomiw Jcttery company, 

Lundnno was nhol on the Bain farm just 
after four o'clock. With a party of friends 
he hud been playing on tho farm, when 
without- any warning he felt a sting of pain 
in the left side of his back and an exam- 
ination showed thiil ho hod been shot. The 
bullet, which hnd been fired from a twenty- 
two calibre automatic Winchester rifle, 
bad priued entirely through bis body and 
tho boy found it just under the skin below 
tho left breast. lie could not get hold of 
the bullet with his hands. The . boy was 
torrlbly frightened and ho started to ruq 
nereis tho field when ho came np fo Mi I In 
and his party who had been shooting at n 
target. 

•■You have shot mo." the boy shouted 
and pointed to tho wound in his breast, 
Mills and tho members of Iub party thought 



tho boy wns joking, as ho had not been In 
the range oE tho Rim nt anytime, but when 
It wob discovered that the boy hnd been 
shot, he was placed aboard a motor vehicle 
and hurried to the hospital as rapidly as 
possible. - Dr. Robinson was called upon 
to attend tho wounded boy nnd be had no 
trouble removing the bullet.. Tho bullet 
had entered just above the heart, ft paus- 
ed clear through Ids body, but the phy- 
sicians do not believe that any. vital pnrl 
wns struck. Later tho boy was goffering 
from hemorrhages and it is possible that 
tho wound wiil lake a dangerous turn. 
Mills and his associates nn? doing nil in 
their power to see that the boy has proper 
attention. 

< Mills stated that he with a party of 
friends had gone out into tho country early 
Sunday afternoon and that they had slop- 
ped along the road near tho Dntn farm and 
had been shooting at n target placed on 
tho fence. Just how the boy could have 
been hit Mills could not explain. Tho boy 
wns playing under a hill a quarter of a 
mile from the place where the Mills party 
were shooting and it is thought that the 
ballot struck something nnd glanced oil. 



CAN'T SHIP CALVES 



Cattle Men in Kenosha County Feel. the 
Strength of tho Government 
. Inspection Law. 

Kenosha county farmers arc in a qunn- 

•dary as to what steps to take to get their 
cattle to market as since the new Govern- 
ment Inspection law went into effect on 
Monday the Northwestern Railway com- 
pany has under the new law, declined to 

-accept tho calves and other stock, for ship- 
ment without their bearing tags showing 
that '(hoy have been properly inspected. 
All along tho route of the road on- Monday 
and Tuesday calves wero waiting at tho 
stations for an inspector to come along and 
give them a clean bill. of health, and these 
cattle-. were shipped north to Milwaukee. 
Some of the cattle men at Salem and Genoa 
Junction carried the matter to Madison 
and dema'nded that somostep bo taken at 
once to make it possible for them to dispose 
of their cattlo, but they got back* word that 
the state officials hod no power and it 
would bo necessary for them. .to. apply to 
the United States government. 

G real force b of ] nspeclors havo , been put 
on In Chicago during the last few days but 
as yet no plnn has been devised to look 
after tho rural districts; Under the law 
the farmers may ship their cattlo to any 
point in Wisconsin without Government 
inspection, but they may not' ship them 
Into Illinois or some other state without 
first having them inspected. It is claimed 

' that a number of cattlo misers have 'al- 
ready undertaken to haul their stock' to 
Russell, lib, and ship it from this point to 
Chicago, bat it is thought that these daring 
men (tro taking' alll sorts of chances, for 
should this fact bo discovered the govern- 
ment officials would undoubtedly swoop 
down on the men and have them prosecut- 
ed. For somo years thore has been a law 
demanding inspection of meat shipped 
from .state to state, but it had become a 
dead letter and the shippers had paid no 
attention to it. 

So far oh can be learned there is not. a 
single inspector in tho county ', and a great 
number of head of cattle are being held up 
at .Trevor and other shipping polnta for 
lack of a clean bill of. health. Under the 
new law the cattle will be inspected before 
, leaving* Wisconsin and after they arrive in, 
the state, to which they arc shipped and. in 

- fact, the law provides for so much* Inspec- 
tion that should an animal pass all of the 
' inspectors,' after it ta ■ killed * the cartas 
would bear no less than fourteen inspection 
tags. 

■The cattlo raisers in this county are get- 
ting ajittle^worriod but it, is probablo that 
inspection will be provided within , a few 
dnya and the interrupted dealings with the 

. .great Chicago niarkots will be open again. 
In the | meantimo.the. farmers will have to 
.ship their stock to the packing houses in 
Milwaukee* or sell it, to local speculators 
who will hold ituntll inspection is provided 
for rural districts, *

There is n sad story in connection with 
the disappearance, of the young woinnn, 
which Beems to givo weight to the suicide 
theory, When Miss Jensen came to thlB 
country from Denmark she left a Bweet 
heart behind her and tho young man had 
promised to join her in America within a 
few weeks. On Saturday Bbe received a 
letter from friends in Denmark staling 
that the young man had been killed by 
being thrown from a horse. 

All arrangements hnd been made for the 
young man to come to Bristohand he and 
the girl were to have been married in 
November. Tbs girl had been busy for 
the past month preparing for the wedding 
and had planned to go (o New York to 
meet her sweetheart. After she received 
tho letter she seemed to be heartbroken. 
So far as can bo learned she had no rela- 
tives at Kenosha or cities in the neighbor- 
hood and her friends nt Bristol cannot ac- 
count for ber continued absence. 

The clothing and personal effects of the 
goung woman are still at the Bristol house. 
Every effort is being- made to And some, 
trace of the girl but thus far the effort has 
been in vain. -

Reimburses Fire Victim who had Merely 
Signified Desire to Have Protection 

». The victim of fire following on a visit to 
a lire insurance agency, Henry Odenbreid 
of Lake Bluff, «ho lost a house in the 
flames, wan nevertheless reimbursed nobly 
by the company with which be hnd signi- 
fied a desire to insure, the Glen Falls, 

Odenbreid a week ago Saturday entered 
the ofiico of a Wnukegan fire insurance 
agent and asked that a bouse that ho wns 
building in his spare time bo insured 
against fire. * 

It was flight o'clock in the evening, so 
the agent for the company, the Glens Falls, 
simply made n memorandum of his now 
client's. wish nnd tho matter went over till 
.Monday morning, 

r Monday morning Odenbreid appeared tit 
the Qlens Falls office nnd announced thnt 
when he had returned homo Saturday night 
It was to find tho house that he wished in- 
sured in II iimya. 

I Although none of the papers hnd been' 
made out and Odenbreid hnd not paid a 
single cent, the sole document being the 
memorandum spindled by the agent, the 
Glens Falls company directed its represen- 
tative to investignto the matter and report. 

He found that Odenbreid hnd been erect- 
ing the now house' next his own, striving 
with might nnd main to build for a modest 
competence. The lire had completely de- 
stroyed the house and Oileybre-id bad lost 
his material and his time' and labor.. He 
bad carefully swept out all shavings Satur- 
day evening. 

\ . In a few days a check came to tho Wau- 
faegan Glens Falls office for 9500. it was 
mndo out to Odenbreid. 

This payment is believed to be the most 
remarkable on record. Tho company hnd 
only a moral obligation, as the man had 
merely signified Iub intention to insure: 






Grand Jury Fails to Indict Him on 
Charge of Murder 



William Young, charged with killing 
his son Jameson May 7 last, was not in- 
dicted by the grand jury in its considera- 
tions this term nnd as a result he wns 
turned' free, being exonerated from the 
charge of murder. 

The grand jury felt after reaching its 
decision, that the action was justified, the 
evidence presented to it being such as to 
mnko tho jurymen believe that the son foil 
on the knife accidentally and thut the pa- 
rent did not stab him to death as had been 
generally supposed following the details as 
given out after tho tragedy, 
. Five witnesses were taken before the jury 
two being his daughters and the others 
were hit hired man, a neighbor and also 
the man who found the victim in the 
orchard. 

The only direct testimony was thnt of 
the young daughter who stated emphatic' 
ally that she knew her father did not in* 
tentionatly stab her brother. ' Sine told haw 
the brother bod been disputing with the 
father nnd started toward him in an effort 
to strike him. The father, then, accord- 
ing .to' the claim he made, lowered the 
band in which he held the knife with 
which he had been eating a cocoanut, and 
as'ho did so the son fell against his' hand

and the knife penetrated bis side, inflicting 
the injury which caused his death shortly 
afterwards. 

The other sister testified practically . tho 
same but she was not present at the time. 
The wife did not testify at all as tho law 
forbids it. She, it is recalled, wob the one 
with whom the husband bad had words 
which are taid to have caused the dispute 
between father and son. 

A juryman in speaking of the matter 
said: "We deliberated long on the mat- 
ter - but there was no other course open — 
the evidence did not, in any particular, 
warrant our indicting Young. It all 
showed that he accidentally fell against the 
father's knife. 

Charles Whitney, attorney for Young, 
in speaking of the matter said: "It wob a 
case of an accident pure and simple and 
people who looked into the case know it. 
There was no more intention on Young's 
part to kill his son than anything in. the 
world, The position of the men were such, 
that the son could and did fall on the knife, 
hut the general concensus of opinion was 
against the man. It merely showed how- 
public opinion can be wrong. The jury 
had no chance of convicting Young for 
there was not the slightest evidence;'-' 



THE EARS OF CRIMINALS. 



. A violent gafe swept over* thcL.entire 
chain of lakes Monday. Its ports received 
indicated that at least one vessel bad been 
tost nnd owners were fearful that the de- 
struction would be widespread. 

The big barge Pasadena, which has been 
In Waukegan port, was dashed to pieces 
just as she was about to enter the Lake Su- 
perior ship canal at Houghton, Mich., and 
three men wore drowned. Tho other seven 
members of the crew escaped to the- shore 
after a desperate battle in the breakers. 
The life savers were on hand to render ser- 
vice, but owing to tho mountainous seas 
were unable to help. 

The Pasadena waa-bound from Two Har- 
bors to 1 Jiikc Erie in tow of the steamer 
GlnnBtono, both being laden with ore. All 
the way across Lake Superior they were 
tossed ahoutjjy the storm, which threatened 
to engulf them, Just as the entrance to 
the ship canal was reached the towline 
parted, . The Gladstone managed to make 



the entrance of the canal, but the Pasadena 
was dashed \y it h terrific force against [ the 
rocky shore. 

The Pasadena was owned by M. A, Brad- 
ley of Cleveland. She was formerly a 
steamer, but was recently converted into a 
barge nt a Chicago shipyard. ■ ' 

All vessels caught in the open lake, ex- 
cept the largest and most powerful, were 
running for shelter, nnd ■ the various har- 
bors of refuge wero filled with storm-bound 
craft. 

The highest wind velocity reported at any 
point was at Toledo — 5G miles. .'■ At Chi- 
cago it registered 48 miles from the south- 
west, and nt other lake points as follows: 
Duluth, west, .42 miles; Green Bay, west, 
3d mites; Marquette, north-west, 86 miles; 
Cleveland, south-west, 44 miles; Buff a lo, 
south; 36 miles. At the weather bureau 
it was reported ■ that the storm .would 
diminish during the night; 



Said to Differ Widely from Those of 
Normal Persons. 

Before the annual congress of German 
anthropologists at Gorlttz, Prof. Blau, a 
well known, authority on diseases of 
the ear, read 'an Interesting paper on 
the formation of the ears of criminals 
and lunatics. Prof. Blau has taken' 
accurate measurements of 1,061 ears. 
Of these 255 are the ears or lunatics 
and 343 those of male criminals. The 
examination, moreover,- was confined 
to men ot one race and one country. 

Tho professor comes to tho conclu- 
sion that in tho vast majority of casea 
the various parts of the auricle, or 
external ear, aro larger In the case of 
criminals and lunatics than In the 
"Case ot normal persons, -This Is espe- 
cially noticeable in the helix, or 1 
curved outer border of the ear, an 
also In the lobe. According, to Prof. 
Blau, the larger the helix Is the lower 
tho state of mental development. The 
hearing faculty, on the other band, Is 
keener, -nnd Prof. Blau Illustrates his 
theory by reference to the auricle of 
apes, who are all In possession of this 
extended outer border. Frof. Blau 
added the curious remark that an ab- 
normal development of tho outer bor- 
der was more noticeable among' crim- 
inals charged with sexual crime than 
among other classes of criminals.

South American Snake Whose Bits ?» 
Quickly Fatal. 

It It moro than 20 years since the 
deadly South American snake known' 
as bushmaster, of which a specimen 
has Just reached the Zoological gar-. 
dens at London, was last exhibited by 
the society. 

For obvious reasons It Is difficult to 
obtain ex net measurements of a live 
serpent,' but the newcomer appears; 
to bo about nine feet long. It Is evi- 
dently partial to moisture, for It Itaa 
taken possession of a stoneware paa 
filled with damp moss, which had been", 
placed In the cage for Its benefit. The 
ground color of. Its akin 1 Is yellowish, 
and Its markings are In tho form of 
dark triangular patches./ 

Tho scheme' of coloration is bold 
and renders the .creature very con.- 
spicuous. This combination of black 
and yellow Is usually present In poi- 
sonous reptiles and may thus be taken 
as a signal of danger. .Not. only does 
Its .large. slKe reader the Burucucu — to 
give it Its Brazilian name— a moat dan- 
gerous reptile; Its poison fangs are 
enormous and Its bite is .quickly fatal. 
Fortunately for Ub neighbors this 
deadly monster. Is nowhere common.

Will be Resumed with the Setting in of - 
Cold Weather 

With the setting in of cold weather the 
seining of the German carp of the lakes 
in northwestern Lake county will com- 
mence nnd the unending job of clearing 
the waters of these unwelcome guests will 
again be on. Every year thousands of 
pounds of this uncanny fish are taken from 
tho lakes by W. C. Triggs & Co. of Chicago 
and sold in the east. 

The Triggs people havo a government 
permit to fish with a sein for these en- 
croachers on the game preserves, but are 
supposed to throw back into the water all 
tbo busa, • pike and other game.fisb they 
may take in their operations. 

Two years ago one haul brought. in 50,- 
000 pounds of carp, - The taking of the" 
catch required n day and a half and some . 
2,000 feet of net was used. 

The carp are little used here, but meet a 
ready sale in the east and tho greater part 
of them are shipped to; New York. In 
Chicago they are sold to*^ the Jew b while 
alive. ' The method of transferring them' 
to Chicago to be Bold alive is a novel .one. 

The fish are taken from the nets and 
placed in layers in great fish boxes. They 
are then covered closely with chipped- ice 
or enow and tho covering tamped down. 
The packing is completed just in time to , 
catch the train for tho city and but n couple 
of hours are required for them to reach 
their destination. 

When at the Triggs warehouse the boxes 
ore, dumped into the water and the carp 
then begin to Blowly return to life. In. a 
short time they have revived and are Bwim- 
ming unconcernedly about in the vats and 
are ready to be fed a hearty, supper of 
shelled earn.'

Hailing the fish into the net is done in 
an odd manner as well. At,times the fish . 
get sluggish and tho nets 'may be dragged 
without success. Then the ingenuity of -the ' 
fisherB comes to the fore. : ,A quantity of . 
shelled corn or grain is secured and soaked, 
after which it is placed in a spot especially " 
adapted t/y tho drawing of' tbe'.eeine. 
Within a few hours at most all the carp in ' 
the neighborhood have smelled or in some. 
manner'diBcoyered,the presence.of .the grain 
and thousands of them will be on the spot, - 
rooting and feeding. They will crowd 
each other like' so many swine in their 
eager endeavors to get their share of the 1 
food. 'Then tho fishermen place their nets' 
and make their uini\. 

Often carp aro taken from the lakes that 
weigh between thirty, and forty pounds. 
Some immense game fish are .taken as welt 
and these go back into the lake. The big- 
gest one thrown back Into the Fox was a * 
mnscatonge weighing fifty pounds^ arid; so 
fur as is 'known' the big fish is still in the 
waters uncaught. The men who run! the 
nets Btato that they have often thrown back " 

pickerel weighing over twenty-fivo.pounds,

In fipltc of her shortcomings and of 
the revolutionary methods which have 
produced anarchy on the Island, Cuba 
i.s to bo saved from herself. Au Amer- 
ican provisional government has been 
proclaimed iiy Secretary Tuft to tako 
the place of that which* ceased to oxlst 
when the Cuban Congress failed to 
elionse successors to President Talma 
and the Vice rrculdcnt, Mcmlcs Cajiote. 
Ixith of whose rcslgiiatliui ,were tender- 
ed to the Congress. Previously the res- 
ignations of the members of the cabi- 
net had been accepted by President 
Palmu, so that Cuba found herself with- 
out n government. 

Secretary Taft thus liocnme by proc-

DECREASE IN PENSION BILL, 



Death Thlnn Hank* i.f Civil War Vet- 
em ii»— Intrresllnir Plmtrea^ 

The net decrease In the pension roll of 
tlio (Jul till Htmes for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 110 Inst amounted to $PJ-1.-170, 
the largest decrease In tho hlntnry of the 
country. Tliesn facts nre hroiight oat 
In the annual report of Commissioner of 
Pensions Warner, which hns Just been 
completed. In tlie re pert the cumin I »• 
sinner expresses the opinion tlmt there 
will be n still more marked decrcasa dur- 
ing tho present year. 

During the year there were added to 
the roll ;t,'t,5UU new pensioners and 1,-JO'i 
restorations and renewnls, making a total 
nddltlon of 34,074, The total number of 
pensioners on the roll during thn year 
was l,0,'Kl,4iri, The number of pension- 
era dropjicd from the roll during the year 
was 47,444, leaving the number of pen- 
sioners June ItO, 10W, at 085,071, 

The maximum number of pensioners 
In the history o( the luirenu wns reached 
Jan. 31, lnOT,, when It was 1,004,1IH!, 
since which date there hns lieen n steady 
decrease, aggregating to June HO, 100U, 
18,225. . 

Hi'iith was the principal cause of the 
decrease «f the last year, the number of 
names dropped on that account being 
43,300, Of tlmse 2H.20.S were those of 
survivors of the Civil War, leaving 000,- 
4 Till survivors of that war still on tlio 
rolt.^ There nre still four pensioners on 
account of the Revolutionary Wnr, one 
n widow and three daughters; 030, all 
widows, on account of the wnr with 
Spain, and 11,47 J on account of tho Mex- 
ican War. 

Tto commissioner calls attention to the 
fnct that, while there has beeu a mnte- 
rlnl decrease In the number of pensioners, 
the annual value of the roll In nearly ns 
large as It was last year, arising from 
the fnct Hint the ratings of many invnlld 
pensions, arc constantly Increasing. 

Pennsylvania 1ms the lurcxat number 
or pensioners— 08,820. Ohio follows with 
1)8,504; New York, 80,240. 

More than 5,000 pensions nro paid to 
persons residing abroad. Of these 3,507 
are in Canada, 008 in Ccrmnuy, nnd 405 
in Ireland, the others being scattered. 



NEW CHILD LABOR LAW. 



Children Under 1(1 Can No Longer 
Wnrlc NlKittH. • 
In accordance with the provisions of 
-the new labor law In New York State, 
many messenger boys, hotel pages nod 
theater employes, ns well ns the children 
employed in Industrial vocations, will bo 
obliged to shift their hours of work or glva 
up their employment altogether. The new 
law directs that no child less than 30 
years of ago shall he permitted In stores' 
or factories or to engage In other occu- 
pations in cities of the first class after T 
o'clock nt night. These provisions apply 
both to Xew York City and Buffalo, but 
in the Interior of tho State the influence 
of certain manufacturers was such that 
the limit for tlie labors of child workers 
was extended nut 11 o'clock. The care of 
tlie observance of tlie law in the manu- 
facturing establishments will be under 
the supervision of the State factory in- 
spectors, while the board of health will be 
responsible for the enforcement of tho 
new statute In all stores. It is specified 
In the second section of the law that "no 
child shall be employed beyond the pre- 
scribed hour in any mercantile establish- 
ment, business office or telegraph office, 
restaurant, hotel, apartment house or in 
the distribution or transmission of mer- 
chandise or messages."

Secretaries' Taft nnd Bacon are now 
working energetically to effect Internal 
reforms.

Ueckman Wlnthrop 
of Porto Rico the new pro visional head 
of Cuba, their services will no longer 
be required. Tho first and most preBS- 
fhg reform will be the revision of the 
election laws. When the new elections 
will be held has not oecu determined. 

Want Annexation. 

An important movement in connec- 
tion with the Cuban elections, no mat- 
ter when they may be held, has started 
iiuioug the foreign residents who have 
considerable properly interests on the 
Isluud. They nil want annexation or 
permanent American occupation In the 
form of a protectorate, mid they be- 
lieve one proposition or the other can 
secure votes of enough Culmim of prop- 
erty to enable them to carry out their 
pm-poMo If they ennget It to a vote. 

A league Is forming to urge the' pro- 
visional government to allow the sub- 
mission to the people ot the next elec- 
tion of these three 'propositions:— Shall 
Cubn reu!4la a purely native govern- 
ment;. shall It be annexed to the Unit- 
ed States, or shnll It have a government 
under the protection of the United 
States? 

It Is sold that all persons with prop- 
erty Interests -will vote for one of the 
two lost pro positions and that they will 
be able to Influence bo many., native 
votes that one of them will be carried. 
This, of course, means that all foreign 
residents shall bo allowed to vote on 
the propositions, which they are now 
prevented from doing by law. 

Of course In .this particular the ^pro- 
visional government will be guided by 
the attitude of 'Washington and this at- 
titude la still unknown. Judging by the 
time that must elapse before the Cuban 
elections are held, the American mili- 
tary occupation of the Island will be 
long continued, for of course the mili- 
tary power of the UnlV*l States must 
bo maintained until Cuba la again able 
to look after her own afftilrs. The 0,000 
troops ordered to Cuba will, It Is ex- 
pected,, bo 'able to deal with the situa- 
tion, but If necessary, additional troops 
will bo,8eut. The mnlritenunco of peace 
and order Is the first consideration. 



During the year 23,023 claims wero al- 
lowed under Order No. 78, allowing old- 
age pensions. 

Since the beginning of fhc Civ]] War 
there have been granted by special acts 
of Congress 17,21. F i pensions, and an In- 
crease of pensions of which 10,417 aro 
now on the rolls, with an annual value 
of $2,037,020. During the last session ot 
Congress 3,007' special acts were passed, 

The .report shows that in the entire 
history of the country the total expendi- 
ture on account of pensions has been 
$3,450,800,311, of which only $00,445,444 
had been paid prior to the beginning of 
the Civil Wnr, Of the total $3,259,100,- 
:iOU was on account of the Civil War. 
The total payment of pensions on ac- 
count of the Spanish war reaches $1G,- 
438,653 up to date. 

The disbursements for " navy pensions 
during the year were $4,201,001 and the 
Income from the navy pensiou'fund avail- 
able for the payment of pensions was 
$303,018. or less than per cunt of tho 
amount required for tho payment of navy 
pensions. Since 3370 this hind has been 
Inadequate to pay navy pensions, and the 
deficiency has been provided for out of 
the public funds by congressional appro- 
priations. ,

ot their clients, Invoke the law at one 
tlmo for the confounding of their rivals, 
nnd nt another time strive for the nulli- 
fication of tho law, In order that thoy 
themselves may be left free to work their 
unbridled will on these same rivals, or on 
those who labor for them, or on the gen- 
eral public 

In the exercise of their profession 
and In tho service of their clients these 
astute lawyers strive ta prevent the 
passage of efficient laws nnd strive to se- 
cure Judicial determinations of those that 
pass which shall emasculate. them. 

They do not invoke the Constitution 
In order to compel' the due observance of 
law alike to rich nnd poor, by great nnd 
small ; on the contrary, they are 
ceaselessly on the watch to cry out that 
tho Constitution Is violated whenever any 
effort In made to Invoke the aid of tlio 
national government, whether for the ef- 
ficient regulation of railroads, for the ef- 
ficient supervision of great corporations 
or for efflelenlly securing obedience to 
nuch a law ns the national eight-hour law 
nnd similar so-called "labor statutes." 

Tho doctrine they preach would make 
the Constitution merely the shield of in- 
competence and the excuse for govern- 
mental paralysis; tlwy treat It as a Jus- 
tification for refusing to attempt tin 
remedy of evil, Instead of as the source 
of vital power necessary for the exist- 
ence of a mighty nnd ever-growing na- 
tion. 

Strong nationalist tho I am, and firm 
tlio my belief Is that there must be a 
■ wide extension of the. power of the Na- 
tional Government to deal with questions 
of this kind, I freely admit that ns re- 
gards many matters of first rate impor- 
tance we must rely purely upon tho 
States for the betterment of present con- 
ditions. 

Tho President deprecutes what lie 
calls the narrow construction of tho 
Constitution nntl limiting tlio power of 
the government to deal with corpora- 
tions, ]Ie adds : 

If we Interpret the Constitution In nar- 
row instead of broad fashion, If wo for- 
sake the principles of Washington, Mar- 
shall, Wilson and Hamilton, we as a 
people will render ourselves Impotent to 
deal with any, abuses which may be com- 
mitted by the men who have accumulated 
tho enormous forlunes of to-day, and who 
use these fortunes In still vaster corpor- 
ate form In business. 
,* All honest men must abhor and repro- 
bate any effort to excite hostlllry to men 
of wealth as BUch. We should do all wo 
can to encourage thrift and business en- 
ergy, to put n premium upon the conduct 
of the man who honestly earns his live- 
lihood and more than his livelihood, and 
who honestly Uses the money he has 
earned. But It Is our clear duty to aee, 
in the Interest of the people, that there 
is adequate supervision nnd control over 
the business use ot the swollen fortunes 
of to-day, and also wisely to determine 
the conditions upon which these fortunes 
are to be transmitted, and the percent- 
age that they shall pay to the Govern* 
meat whose protecting arm alone enables 
them to exist. ' 

The Government onght not to conduct 
the business of the country ; but it ought 
to regulate it so that It shnll bo con- 
ducted In the interest of the public, 

. It is the narrow ■ construction of the 
powers of the National Government which 
in our democracy lias proved the chief 
means of limiting, the national power to 
cut out abuses,' nnd "which Is : now tho 
chief bulwark of those great moneyed In- 
terests which oppasc nnd dread any at- 
tempt to place them under efficient 'go v» 
eminent control. ' 

Under & wise and farseelng Interpre- 
tation of tlie Interstate commerce clause 
of the Constitution, I maintain that the 
National Government should have com- 
plete power to, deal with all of this 
wealth which In any way goes Into tho 
commerce between the States — nnd prac- 
tically all of It that is employed In the 
great corporations. 

The National Government can do. but 
little In the matter of 'child labor, tho 
I earnestly hojw that that little will be 
permitted to be dono by Congress. Ta* 
great bulk of the work, however, mutt be 
left to the Stale legislatures; and if our 
State legislatures would act ain drastic* 
ally and yet as wisely on this subject 
of child labor aa, Pennsylvania has acted 
within the present year as regards tha 
subjects I have .enumerated, the gala 
would bt literally incalculable, and one 
of tha most vital, needs of modern Ameri- 
can Ills would at last bt adequately mat

The Selection of Seed Corn. 

There Is no time which is put. In to 
better advantage or whleh fetches a 
larger return than thnt devoted to bc-^ 
lectins the seed corn during the latter 
part 'of September and the first hnlf of 
October, The advantage which secur- 
ing the seed cars nt this time has over 
the ordinary method of selecting at 
bunking time lies In tlio f net thnt .a 
choice of the earliest maturing ears 
emi be made, a distinction that Is Im- 
possible when nit of the crop Is ripe 
and ready to husk. For nil the north 
half of tho corn belt that typo of corn 
Is best -which bears Its ears low on the 
stalk. Thin means ns a rule that such 
com will mature early, and while the 
cars produced may uot be quite sa 
large as those which one has to reach 
above bis head after they aro much 
more likely to produce hard corn, which 
will keep nftcr It Is put In the crib; The' 
shape and depth of kernel and form 
and typo of cars are of very trivial Im 
portance as compared with the main 
question ns to whether tho corn Itself 
Is of it variety" which- will mature a 
crop In the latitude In which It Is 
planted. 

I'np Corn In NMirn«ka. 

About 2.G00 acres of pop corn arc 
annually plnnted nt North Loup, Neb., 
the growers using four pounda of seed 
to I be n ere. Tho crop Is sold by the 
pound, and the average acre yields 
2,000 pounds, though - double thnt 
amount hns been recorded in a few In- 
stances The average price for the Inst 
ten years has been a little more than 
$1 u 100 pounds, giving a gross return 
of upward of $20 an acre. During the 
Biime period the average price of field 
corn bos been 25 cents,' nnd the aver- 
age yield thirty bushels, giving a gross 
return of $7.00 per nerc.

It ought to be good news to the patrons 
of (railroads all over tho country to know 
that the Interstate Commerce Commission 
is considering u set of rules and methods of 

. procedure that will insure, not only a rea- 
sonably speedy hearing to all complaints 
with which the Commission has to deal, 
but even a speedier decision ns to the rights 
the case. It may be said in confidence 
that there is always, back, not only of the 
Commisiion but of tho Government, the 
specter of government railroad ownership 
which would be ont> of the last things with 
which the United States wishes to be sad- 
dled.. Viewaos to the desirability of gov- 
ernment ownership wilt of course vary with 

-the individual, but it is the belief of this 
administration that government ownership 
of the railroads would result in the owner- 
ship of the government by the railroads. 
Therefore the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is trying, to the best of its ability, 
to make its control of the railroads real 
and satisfactory to everybody concerned, 
thus avoiding the burden of direct owner- 
ship. - One of the Erst things that the reor- 
ganized commission contemplates is the 
division of the country into sections where 
certain members of the commission my go 
aa often as is necessary to hear complaints, 
more or less after the manner ot circuit 
court sittings. Some members of the com- 
mission will be left at all times nt Wash- 
ington to look after the routine work of tho 
office, which is becoming increasingly 
heavy. The various sections of the new 
rate law will be interpreted so far as possi- 
ble in advance and circulars prepared bear- 
ing on the various questions that will arise 
so that inquiries may be answered by 
promptly mailing these decisions, and thus 
avoiding individual correspondence over 
each case. It is believed that, when the 
new system gels to working, no case need 
wait longer than three months for a hear- 
ing nfter a complaint is filed, and the de- 
cisions may be rendered within at least 
sixty days after a case is heard. The com- 
mission also intends, at an early date, to 
take up the question of uniform rates over 
the various roads und will call the railroads 
into consultation as to the practicability of 
such an arrangement. If the railroads will 
voluntarily put such uniform rates into 
effect well and good, but if they will not. 
the commission will ask Congress for addi- 
tional authority to ' impose such rates. 
Everything possible is being done to make 
the new law work smoothly and expeditious- 
ly, and it is stated by members of the com- 
mission that they are being met with a 
spirit of tolerable compliance by the rail- 
roads in their efforts to perfect the new 
law. The Interstate Commerce commission 
has been vested with eo. much authority 
under the new act, and is forced to . deal 
with so many and such important problems 
that it has now attained almost the dignity 
of a federal department, nnd it is within 
bounds sf possibility that it will be made 
so in name, as well as in fact, in the course 
of tho next few years. 



AN INDEPENDENT CANDIDATE. 

The expression, independent candidate, 
which is much used and abused am carry 
with it but one correct Interpretation, and 
it seems strange that so many poopta do 
not stop to reflect seriously on what the 
expression realty stands for, but us usual 
humanity is gregnrious and when ilia boll* 
wether sounds the call the flock follows tho 
call without any attempt at individual. 
From time immemorial since tho existence 
of government among men party factions 
Imvii existed mid these factions have 
adopted a set of principals which represent 
their views on nil civic matters and the 
nnmo platform 1ms been commonly applied 
to this code of civic principles. In our 
own country from the time of tho forma- 
tion of the Federal party down to the pres- 
ent Republican party thcro has existed a 
definite platform upon which the various 
political parties took their stand and with- 
out which they ceased to become recognized 
as a party. 

May we nsk what the platform of the 
independent candidate really Ih? Does he 
stand for Democratic, Republican, Prohi- 
bition, or Socialistic principles? If not, 
what, we nsk, constitutes bis codo ot prin- 
ciples ? There can. be but ono answer to 
this question nnd it is more than obvious 
from that answer that the term independent 
candidate is entirely synonymous with dis- 
appointed demagogue and who among 
either Republicans or Democrats would care 
to support a disappointed demogogus? Mr. 
Swnyer'a most devoted friends ore the most 
ardent admirers nnd warm supporters of 
tho very man who is responsible for tho 
primary law which fairly defeated Mr. 
Swnyer, and that mnn is none other than 
Gov. Charles S. Deneen. -Therefore if Mr, 
Swnyer has any ono to blame for the rotten- 
ness of tho primary law lot him Beck his 
friends and lay the blame nt their door. 

Perhaps Mr. Hendeo realized the imper- 
fections of the primary law jnstas thor- 
oughly hs did Mr. S way cr, but like Mr.' 
Swnyer he was among tho "Beggars who 
could not be Choosers," nnd accepted tho 
law as our state legislature made it, both 
candidates entered the contest and Mr. 
Hendeo was nominated.- 

Now in the name of reason why is Mr. 
Swnyer crying for his lost marbles? Why 
not accept his defeat like a man? If be 
has any energy to spare let him exert it In 
teaching his friends the folly of their way 
in supporting Gov. Deneen in bis Btar roll 
of primary law maker. 

Mr. Swayer's friends claim him to be the 
choice of 'the people and that he therefore 
is justified in becoming an independent 
candidate. If conditions were reversed, 
giving Mr. Hendee the popular vote but 
not the delegates, would the friends of Mr, 
Swayer think Mr. Hendeo justifiable should 
he declare himself an independent can- 
didate? 

At the time tho legislature convened to 
make the primary law there were - men in 
the state legislature who endeavored to. 
make only the plurality vote of the people 
necessary to a choice. Gov. Deneen nnd 
his friends would not stand for this be- 
cause it would render useless Deneen 's 
Cook county machine, which machine was ' 
necessary to grind out the material to be 
used by Gov. Deneen in building his boom 
for United States Senatorship. Now, be- 
cause Mr, Swnyer received tho plurality 
vote and failed to get tho nomination his 
friends blame it nil to the' unfairness of the 
primary law and thereby directly repudi- 
ate the action, of the Governor for whom 
they did all the shouting nt the recent 
primaries . and for whom they continue to 
profess great love and loyalty. Now, can- 
didly, is there nnv one who ib able to ex- 
plain this inconsistency? 

The name "Direct Primary Republican" 
savors more strongly of William Randolph 
Hearst than of anything else" we can sug- 
gest and the inconsistency which charac- 
terizes most of Mr. Hearst's political ma- 
neuvers is just about as plainly marked as 
this case, . 

Perhaps the Governor had '■ no intention 
of mangling any of his friends in the in- 
tricate machinery of the great primary law 
which he so ably constructed, but on the 
other band the Governor could not hope to 
save all his ft hinds, and it Is rather care- 
less for those who received injuries to shoot 
into the tires of the Governor's formidable 
machine 'with a "Direct Primary Republi- 
can blunderbuss."

When the wild prnlrle Is first broken 
the soil Is mellow, molBt and rich, pro- 
ducing a bn ml n nt crops. After a few 
years of continuous grain cropping and 
cultivation, tho pbyslcnl condition of 
the toll changes — tho soil grains be- 
come finer; the soil becomes more com- 
pact nnd bcnvlcr to handle; It dries 
out quicker than It used to and often 
turns over in hard clods and lumps 
when plowed, Tho perfect tilth and 
freedom from clods, so characteristic 
of virgin soils, Is always more or less 
completely restored whenever iirnd hns 
been laid down to grass for a sufficient 
length .of time. 



The C.rnnnrr at Sonltl America. 

The Argentine Republic Is best 
known of all tho South American coun- 
tries because It produces cereals nnd 
beef, mutton, wool nnd bides In com- 
petition* with the United States, Can- 
ada and European countries; yet It It 
difficult to keep pace with the enormous 
growth of Argentine ngrlculture during 
the last fow yenrs, just ns very many 
persons are still unable to grnap the

Haw to Make a Good Road Grader., 

A good road grader can ho made for 
about $5 that will make a good grade 
quicker and with fewer teams than the 
usual $300 graders. Null solidly to- 
gether three plnnks In the form of a 
letter A ; then, on one side fasten a bar 
of iron or steel about 4 Inches wide, let- 
ting It project down about two Inches; 
on the other side fasten on a similar 
Iron- with a slight curre outward, pro- 
jecting only about one-half Inch below 
plank.' Now plow two or three furrows 
on, each side of the place wbero you 
want your grade. 

Then hitch onto the point of your 
grader with a largo clevis and chain 
so that you can adjust the draw; pull 
It with the side that has the straight 
Iron against the bonk and adjust your 
weight bo as to bold It there. It will 
move 'these furrows to the width of 
the scraper. 

Two*. more "furrows can then ba plow- 
ed and so on, till the. width Is all 
that Is wanted; then start bnck near 
the center' again and proceed ob before. 
A higher grade can bo built with tbls 
thnn with the ordinary grader, In less 
time and wltb.lcsB power.
